Although 
foul plaj was suspected nothing was 
brought to light concerning the disup 
pearance of Irwm until about four jeara 
ago, when, during an altercation between 
two citizens, i declaration was made bj 
one in tbe presence of witnesses that 
Frank Irvin w aa murdered and he knew 
who did it, tmd that he could find his 
grave in a hollow log within ten minutes' 
walk of a certain spot in Bethel township 
Soon thereafter a woman came upon the 
hollow log, from which a horrible stench 
arose, 
and the tufts of human hair 


scattered around showed that the body 
had beeniemo\ed quickly If is believed 
that Irv in w is killed over a game of cards 
and that the mnrlerer will
